can is open ed th ey mu st be cared 
for in th e h ome ju st as an y oth er 
cooked foods are cared for, th at 
is, kept cold an d cov ered. 
“Th e Bu reau of Home Econ o­ 
mics of th e U. S. Departmen t of 
Agricu ltu re in a n ews release is­ 
su ed Febru ary 23, 1936, said: ‘Oh 
Su re! You Can Keep It in th e 
Can .’ 
“ Tt is ju st as safe to keep 
can n ed food in th e can it comes 
in —if tl\e can is cool an d cov ered 
—as it is to empty th e food in to 
an oth er con tain er. Th ou san ds of 
h ou sewiv es are firm in th e faith 
th at can n ed goods ou gh t to be 
emptied as soon as th e can is 
open ed, or at least before th e re­ 
main der of th e food goes in to th e 
refrigerator—on e of th e persist­ 
en t food fallacies. Th e qu estion 
keeps comin g to th e Bu reau of 
Home Econ omics in letters from 
h omemakers. 
“A few acid foods may dissolv e 
a little iron frorp th e can , bu t 
th is is n ot h armfu l, n ot dan ger­ 
ou s to h ealth . Can s an d food are 
sterilized in th e 
“processin g.” 
Bu t th e dish in to wh ich th e food 
migh t be emptied is far from 
sterile. In oth er words, it is 
likely to h av e on it bacteria th at 
cau se food to spoil. 
“ ‘Wh eth er in th e origin al can 
or in an oth er con tain er, th e 
prin cipal precau tion s for keep­ 
in g food are—keep it cool an d 
keep it cov ered.’”—Ru th Atwat­ 
er, Home7 Econ omics Div ision , 
Nation al 
Can n ers Association , 
Wash in gton , D. C. 
Qu estion : W h at order of serv ­ 
in g do y ou adv ise wh en gu ests 
are presen t? 
An swer: “At first blu sh , I’d 
say th ere is bu t on e an swer to 
th is qu estion .

‘Sin ce th e etiqu ette of dispos­ 
in g of on e’s en emies by in v itin g 
th em to din e on poison ed part­ 
ridge is somewh at ou t of date 
th ese day s, th e etiqu ette th at 
calls for th e h ost’s bein g serv ed 
first seems a little an ach ron istic 
to say th e least. Bu t th ere’s still 
on e th in g to be said in its fav or; 
a t least th e gu est will n ot be 
obliged to partake of cold or cool­ 
in g food, wh ich wou ld be th e case 
if h e or sh e were serv ed first, u n ­ 
less said gu est were brav e en ou gh 
to follow th rou gh on Emily Post’s 
ru lin g th at as soon as two are 
serv ed n o fu rth er abstin en ce is 
n ecessary . 
“Again , take th e case of th e 
h ostess wh o h as ov erworked h er 
imagin ation in th e con coction of 
a dish or a trick way of serv in g in 
order to make h er din n er party 
memorable. Ju st recen tly I h eard 
of su ch a h ostess wh o h ad a dish 
of creamy , deliciou s mash ed po­ 
tatoes passed rou n d with th e 
sou p cou rse. Sev eral gu ests were 
so dau n ted by th e wh ere-to-pu t- 
th em problem th at th ey refu sed 
th e appetizin g dish altogeth er; 
a few man aged to in sert small 
dabs at th e edge of th eir serv ice 
plates. Fin ally th e dish reach ed 
th e h ostess wh o n on -ch alan tly 
popped a liberal spoon fu l in to 
h er sou p.

CLOUDS IN THE EAST 
Ey es of p oliticians in Eu rop e are now tu rned 
toward the Ukraine, in the belief th at Hitler's 
nex t mov e to strengthen Nazi Germany will be 
in that direction. The Ukraine is inhabited by 
some thirty millions of p eop le who hav e been a 
p art of Ru ssia nationally for many y ears, bu t 
still m aintain their own cu stoms and langu age. 
The cou ntry is v ery fertile, esp ecially in tne 
p rodu ction of wheat and other foodstuffs. 
The Ukrainians are Slav ic and not German. 
For this reason it is not believ ed th at Hitler will 
seek to incorp orate the Ukraine in the Reich. 
Bu t if he can u rge the Ukrainians to bring abou t 
a su ccessfu l rev olu tion against Sov iet Ru ssia and 
to set u p a Ukrainian gov ernment, which would 
dep end on Hitler for su p p ort, there is little dou bt 
th at he would satisfy a great p art of German's 
need for raw materials. 
»After Ru ssia was defeated in the World War 
the p lans of the German Emp ire called for an 
indep endent Ukraine. The p lans were fru strated 
by tne collap se of the German armies on the 
western front. Ev er since then, howev er, there 
has been some u nder cov er sentiment in the 
Ukraine 
for 
an 
indep endent 
gov ernment, 
esp ecially in v iew of the fact that the Ukrainian 
\ p easants are not fav orable to Communism. From 
time to time the Reds hav e been comp elled to 
commit p u rge after p u rge in Ukrainia, with 
the slau ghter of thou sands of citizens, and% dis­ 
p atches are to the effect that a p u rge is being 
carried on by the Moscow gov ernment a t the 
p resent time. 
This latest u nrest indicates th at the Nazi leav ­ 
en is working in the Ukraine and it is more than 
p ossible that the nex t world trou ble will break 
ou t ov er there. The p rosp ects for a real war 
ensu ing are good. There are sev eral million 
Ukrainians in Poland and Ru mania and if a new 
Ukrainian state were erected dou btless these 
p eop le would want to join it. So Poland and 
Ru mania, as well as Ru ssia, can be cou nted on 
to combat a Ukrainian rebellion. Here is where 
the chances of an international war come in. 
Ju st how soon France would get into a scrap 
of this kind is p roblematical. She is bou nd to 
come to the aid of Ru ssia if the Reds are attacked 
by another p ower. Bu t a rev olu tion inside Ru ssia 
would be a different thing and in addition France 
now has a p eace p act with Germany . 
If this Ukrainian trou ble dev elop s it will form 


a clear indication that the Nazi ambitions are 
directed east father than west. The prospect 
is not a reassuring one y et as one cy nical states­ 
man at Washington ex pressed it recently , per­ 
haps they will get so busy and become so ex ­ 
hausted in eastern Europe and Asia that they 
won’t be able to pay any attention to the Western 
world for fifty y ears to come.

SLAUGHTER IN SPAIN 
The swiftly fluctuating tides of battle in Spain 
prov e only one thing, a truism that needs no 
proof, that is supported by the ev idence of cen­ 
turies of history — that the Spaniard is one of 
the world’s most v aliant soldiers and is nev er 
beaten until the last drop of blood has been shed.
